SECRETARY FESSEN-
PEN —The heads of the several bureaus of the
Treasury Department called, yesterday after-
moon, in a body, to pay their respects, and
take leave Of the retiring Secretary of the
Treasury.

Judge Sargent, on behalf of the heads of bu-
reaus, addressed the Secretary appropriately.
RESPONSE OF MR. FESSENDEN.

Gentlemen: 1 am exceedengly thankful to
¥ou for this call, and for the kind expression of
regard 1 have received from yvon through the
Commissioner of Customs. I canonly say to
zou what you probably all know, that I came

ere most unwillingly. 1 shall have perhaps
but a ringle regret in leaving the department,
and that arises from the necessity of parting
with 80 many gentlemen with whom my inter-
course has been so exceedingly agreeable, and
for whom I have a very friendly regard. 1
came here because I conceived it to be my
duty under the circumstances, but encouraged
and sustained by assurances of support from
gentlemen connected with the office.

1 have received that support from all of you,
without a single exception,so far as I am
aware. I found everygentleman heredisposed
to aid me. 1 capsay to you, gentlemen, with
entire frankness, that I believe my having been
here will prove of very great benefit to my-
self, from the information and experience 1
have aecquired, and 1 trust it has not been dis.
advantageous to others, or to the department.

1 think it would be better for the Govern-
ment, and for the country, if Congress and
gentlemen connected with the executive branch
of the Government better nunderstood each
other. 1 shall go back to the Senate with many
opinions correctea and improved with regard
10 the conduct ot the departments, especially
that with which I have been connected. I
think I shall be disposed to render justice to
gentlemen who, placed in situations like yours,
1abor in season and out of season for the public
good, for what 1 conceive to be, in these times,
A very inadequate remuneration for their ser-
wvices. 1 have no doubt the same is frue with
Tegard to all the other departments of the Gov-
ernment. ;

With regard to my daily intercourse with
ycu, gentlemen, I can only say that in my
opinion, however we may be placed rel. tively,
either in the department or else where, no man
in this country is above the ranik of a gentle-
man; and every man who honorably and con-
scientiously performs his duty is entitled to be
treated as such. Acting upon this belief, 1
have regarded the humblest clerk in this
office, so long as he discharged his daty hon-
estly and faithfully, as my equal, and entitled
not only to my protection, but to equal rights
with myself.

Gentlemen, you did not come here to make or
hear speeches, and I will only add that I cer-
dially reciprocate your Kind wishes. At my
age, new friends are not easily made, but I
£hall indulge the hope that in leaving the De.
partment, I shall not lose the regards of those
whose friendsdip 1 bave learned to value.
